You cannot get QST nor many others on the Newsstands anywhere. Specialty 
magazines are dealing from ham stores, or direct mail subscriptions since 
they can easily peruse an FCC database of hams. 


"73" has more technical content than World Radio, but at a lower level than 
found in QST. It actually has more QRP related pieces than QST until their 
recent concentration on what they have now found is a growth area of radio. 
Some of the pieces in 73 are useful, some basic, and some from a different 
angle than what you find in other ham magazines which is in itself useful if 
it gets you to think. I read it for the QRP column, the AMSAT column, as 
well as the general pieces. Sometimes the Wayne Green editorial is 
entertaining, and always certainly a source of names of books and ideas you 
will not hear most anywhere else but the Art Bell overnight shows. 
(Sometimes Art has Wayne on, and it is always interesting). Many homebrew 
antenna pieces turn up in 73, as well as useful accessories. It is always 
more technical than CQ, but they are more operating oriented, with a few 
specialty columns on things like key collecting. I like to stay on top of 
things, so take all the ham magazines. It was enjoyable to read about one 
of our own in 73 this month.

There's certainly nothing inherently wrong with the suggestion that 
someone might benefit from looking something up. Of course, such 
advice isn't especially useful unless it's accompanied by a suggestion 
about where to look it up. Is there anything inherently wrong with 
asking a question here on 

QRP-L which could have been answered by referring to some textbook? 
Absolutely not! I can think of dozens of legitimate reasons for 
asking such questions here. Here are just a few off the top of my 
head: 


--Not everyone absorbs information well from textbooks. Some of us 
simply understand things better if we get to interact with whomever 
we're learning from. 


--Not everyone enjoys learning from textbooks. There are hams who 
enjoy learning about radio and electronics through interacting with 
other hams, who'd never have entered the hobby if they thought they'd 
have to learn it all in books. ...and there's nothing wrong with 
that. Amateur radio is, at least in part, a hobby. 


--Someone might have some idea how things work, but want to bounce 

the idea around a little with others more knowledgeable to make sure. 
--Reference books may not be handy. "...go to the library," Bruce 
advised... but not everyone has a good library handy. For others,

the library may be handy enough, but their schedule may make it a 
bit difficult to find time for the trip. 


--The time when computers are a better source of information than 
books isn't quite here yet (at least not in the radio/electronics 
arena) but the time is coming. If some people want to jump the 
gun a bit and seek answers to their questions through electronic 
media first, before they hit the books, there's nothing wrong with 
that. 


--For some people, including many with disabilities or impairments 
of various sorts, it's simply much easier to use the computer than 
to seek references at a library. 


Am I saying that everyone should quit reading books and try to do 
all their radio/electronics learning online? No, I am not. It's 

a xfact*x that the best information about radio/electronics is in 
books. On the other hand, it's also a fact that the amount of 
radio/electronics information online is growing by leaps and bounds. 
"That information is easier to find in books" can be good advice, 
when it applies, but there's no good reason to be impatient with 
those who nevertheless choose to favor online sources. If you do 
not wish to be bothered by questions that could have been answered 
through library research, then by all means, do not answer them! 
Like I heard someone quip recently: Hey, ya know what?...my 
computer is one of the ones that have that "DELETE" key right there 
on the keyboard...it's really handy!

Alex, although you have two of the good antenna books, I know this is not 
covered in either one, (I have those also). 


There will be some interaction any time you have another antenna within a 
quarter wave or less of another, but it may not be enough to worry about as 
long as you keep them at right angles which is the minimum of interaction. 


In fact, in use of the inverted Vee, the sloping end fed wire may act as a 
reflector, giving you some gain and directionality to the Vee. On the other 
hand, the radiation of the end fed half wave, will probably have an 
unbalanced lobe in the direction of the inverted vee or the other end. You 
will have to try it and see. Easy enough if you set them up on pulleys 
where you can lower one while trying the other, then raise them both and see 
what effect it has on transmitting to a known direction. Receiving 
interaction may not be noticed. 


It would be great if you keep some notes and experiment with this and report 
back on this new work that is often overlooked by conventional antenna 
texts.

Just saw the note on the ARRL web site that A. Prose Walker became a 
Silent Key this past August. The news of his passing had only recently 
reached the staff at Newington. Some of you may have his signature on an 
old license, as he was "The Man" at FCC in the 50's and again in the 
70's. 


It reminded me of a 15 m CQ I answered on 1 April of 2000. A nice CW QSO 
ensued with Prose, W4BW, wherein I learned he was 90 years young and had 
been a ham for 75 of them. Having just returned to the air after an 18 
year layoff, I was enthralled at the thought of what Prose had 
experienced in radio. 


Prose, as ARRL commented, is remembered as the "father of the WARC bands" 
and his QSL card notes that he made the initial proposal in Geneva for 
the 10, 18, and 24 MHz bands. 


At 90, after 75 years in ham radio, Prose had a great fist. He was 
running about 18 wpm with me and copied the 1.5 watts from my Green 
Mountain 15 just fine. Prose commented on his card that my GM-15 was a 
"great rig" (thanks Dave) His antenna was a windom design taken from a 
1929 QST article. 


That was a very special QSO - I have here before me a very special QSL 
card - and I have some rare and special memories to keep. 


Get on the air gentlemen and ladies - you never know who that next QSO 
might be. 


Prose, I only met you once, and that through the "music" of Morse - but 
you will be missed.

Unfortunately, I don't think there is a "DSP for Dummies". There is a 
"DSP without Tears;" it is a fairly expensive course mostly intended for 
managers of DSP engineers so that they at least have a clue what their 
people are talking about. I don't think that is what you're looking for. 


If you are interested in books, Oppenheim and Schafer's _Discrete-Time 
Signal Processing_ or Proakis and Manolakis' _Digital Signal Processing: 


Principles, Algorithms, and Applications_ are the classics. I find 
Oppenheim and Schafer as dry as dust, but they have all of the basics. 

I find Proakis and Manolakis' style easier to read. Another resource 
you may want to use is www.dspguru.com . This site contains (amoung 
other things) some of the tribal wisdom of comp.dsp, so you can consider 
it peer reviewed. 


While a person could use cookbook-style techniques to get DSP programs 
to work, there are quite a lot of ways to go wrong that require a real 
understanding of how DSP works to fix. 


If you get one of the basic DSP books and hang out at comp.dsp, the 
people there will be more than happy to help you. Just make sure you 
let them know that you are working through the book on your own. Every 
fall there are a number of students who post requests for others to do 
their homework and the reception, for them, is fairly cool.

What I have seen so far on the list: 


Thanks for the suggestion. I'd recommended adding inductance in parallel 
with D1/D2- 10 uH looks like a good value, but I haven't had a chance to 
check for interaction with the passband characteristics. In the 
discussions I had with someone else on the topic, it eliminated AM BC 
pickup completely. 


An inductance (22 uH) across D1/D2 will broaden out the filter response 
to VXO-width. [It has some detrimental effect on filter ultimate 
rejection, i,e, may let more SWBC energy get to the mixer. ]

The mod helps with xlocal*x AM BC interference only - not SWBC. You can 
first try a 1K resistor. I was surprised- I tried this out at ARRL HQ- 
within 2 miles of several 5KW stations and the interference vanished. I 
have not had a chance to check it out- I suspect the resistor will have 
less adverse effect on ultimate rejection than does the inductor.

Former FCC official A. Prose Walker, W4BW, the man some consider the 
godfather of the so-called ''WARC bands''--30, 17 and 12 meters--died 
August 8 following a brief illness. He was 92. Word of his death 
reached ARRL Headquarters this month. 


Walker, who headed the FCC Amateur and Citizens Division from 1971 
until 1975, made the initial proposal for three new amateur 
allocations at 10, 18 and 24 MHz during an International Amateur 
Radio Club (4U1ITU) meeting in Geneva in 1972. Later, he organized 
and chaired the US preparatory committee for the Amateur 
Service--the Advisory Committee of Amateur Radio--which took the 
initial steps to turn the idea into reality at the 1979 World 
Administrative Radio Conference. The committee also included former 
ARRL General Manager Richard L. Baldwin, W1RU, who said this week 
that he was greatly saddened to learn of Walker's passing. 


''One of my fondest memories of WARC 79 was the pleasure and the 
challenge of working with Prose in preparing for that conference, '' 
Baldwin said. ''He was a stalwart supporter of the Amateur Service, 
and few amateurs realize how very much they owe to him.'' 


Walker's most recent recognition came at Dayton Hamvention 2000, 


when he was recognized with a special achievement award, an honor 
his daughter, Helen Herman, said he coveted among many other more 
prestigious awards. The award recognized his work in obtaining the 
new amateur allocations more than two decades earlier. 


An ARRL Life Member and a licensee since the 1920s, Walker was an 
enthusiastic amateur who remained quite active on the air until 
shortly before his death. Only a few months before he died, he 
bought a state-of-the-art transceiver and reveled in becoming 
acquainted with its many features. Walker's favorite operating mode 
was CW, and he was a frequent visitor on the bands he'd help create. 


A native of Ohio, Walker's career took a number of turns, including 
a stint as a high school teacher, but his primary contributions were 
in the fields of communications and engineering. He did two tours 
with the FCC and also worked for the National Association of 
Broadcasters and Collins Radio Company. 


During his career, Walker earned a global reputation for 
participation and leadership within the International 
Telecommunication Union (ITU). He was the leading member of the US 
delegation at more than 20 international conferences. 


ARRL Chief Executive Officer David Sumner, K1ZZ, knew Walker and 


occasionally encountered him on the air. ''The careers of some radio 
amateurs are so long and so rich that they bridge generations,'' 
Sumner said. ''Prose was among these.'' 


Walker retired to Florida, but after his wife Ellanie died in 1999, 
he moved to Rochester, New York, to be near his daughter, Helen. A 
memorial service will be held later this year.

You can use ferrite to make either a voltage or current balun. 


With Iron powder, since the permeability is much less than ferrite, size 
does matter and you can not use a small core. 

The same turns ration don't apply. The desired bandwidth is easier to 
achieve with higher perm cores. Most of the time the price to pay is low 
efficiency, (heat loss), although you see a nice match with the network. 
Speaking of MFJ, they have a reversible L 'mobile' tuner (don't know the 
model, but you might know it), with a coil wound on two stacked ferrite 
cores about 1 1/4 " diameter that matches almost anything with a nice 
bandwidth. If you thing about it, the reason is simply the horrible losses 
in that core that makes it so easy to match to a low VSWR 


Also never forget that the core is only necesary for lower bands. The same 
"“wideband-cure_it_all" balun (80-10M), doesn't make use of the core's 
magnetic properties on higher bands. 


I don't know who LBJ is nor what he or she sells, therefore I can't tell 
whether the design is flawed or you wound it wrongly. 


My point is that you can even make an efficient current (choke) or voltage 
balun with either or NO core at all. 


It seems to be a confusion amongst some list members on this issue.

Hi All, 


I have just begun work on "Modding" a Rock-Mite 40. Results thus far are 
very encouraging. 


There are still a couple of things to work out, but the tuning range on this 
RM40, with the components I detailed in the article posted on Rod NORC's 
website, is from 7029 to 7042 KHz. 


I still need to do some work on the TX/RX offset, as it is made more 
complicated by the need to switch inductances in and out in order to cover 
the whole range indicated. However, progress is being made, and I hope to 
have that worked out soon. 


I have made some changes in how I implemented the VXO Mod and will be 
updating the article in order to make that info available. I decided to use 
the existing 7.5 Volt Zener diode to supply regulated tuning voltage, and 
ended up leaving the oscillator supplied with 12 Volts, unregulated, as the 
amount of drive to the PA was reduced too much when the oscillator was 
working from 7.5 Volts. 


Because of the difference in drive levels available from the oscillator, 
reduced as it tunes lower in frequency, the TX power output at present ranges 
from just over a Half Watt at 7029 to over One Watt at 7042. This is with a 
2N3053 in the PA and R18 shorted. 


A change in the values of the feedback capacitors in the oscillator might 
help even out the drive level, or perhaps a change in the driver circuit will 
bring the drive up enough across the tuning range that the output will be 
closer to a watt at the low end as well. 


11:45 AM - Just got off the air from a QSO with Kerry, N6WU, on 7032 KHz, who 
gave the little rig's signal quality a very good report. Fun stuff! 


Now back to the bench, hi hi. 
More later.

Bill your trying to tell me that I do not understand and neither does 
MFJ. All I can tell you is the following: I got a balun kit from LBJ 
having a red powdered iron core and it was a 4:1 balun and did not work 
at all on any frequency. I bought a uncolored ferrite core and rewound 
the balun for 4:1 and it worked fine from 80 thru 10 meters. I then 
reconnected it for 1:1 balun and it is working fine now on my antenna. 


I used a small ferrite core and made a 1:1 balun on my Dan's 
Small Parts 20 watt T tuner I built. It works fine 80 thru 10 meters. 


All three of my MFJ antenna tuners have ferrite cores hooked up 
as 4:1 baluns because it makes it convienient to bring out to connectors 
in the back of the tuner.

Hello Prof. Arnaldo- 


Some good questions. I'm not able address most of them, but I hope to be 
able to as I learn more about crystal filter design. 


I think close matching in frequency is important if that's your only method 
of imposing control over parts quality. Then you use a design technique 
that assumes identical crystals. But Glen Leinweber (VE3DNL) and I had a 
mini-thread on the subject the other day about how you might use crystals 
that aren't exactly matched. 


All meshes of the ladder should be at the same frequency. The shunt 
capacitors at the ends of each crystal create a series resonant loop with 
the crystal that is higher in frequency than the crystal's natural 
frequency. The normal technique for correction is to place additional 
Capacitors in series with the crystals with the lowest mesh frequencies, 
bringing them up to match the highest. 


But another method might be to exploit the fact that your pile of crystals 
will have some frequency differences among them. Put those with the lowest 
frequencies in the higher frequency meshes and vice versa--maybe even 


avoiding the need for the extra capacitors. Of course, this method doesn't 
lend itself well to mass production, or maybe not even to "kitting", but 
it's great for a ham custom building a filter or two. I don't know how 
often this method would work out in practice, but it's interesting to 
consider. 


I'm not really up on all the ways that SSB BW filters are different from CW 
BW ones. But I do think I've heard that crystals should be matched to 
within 10% of so of the BW, so it seems you would have more leeway with 
phone width filters. 


Regarding costs--yes, I was amazed to find that good quality crystals are 
available from Mouser and similar places for 50 cents or so apiece ina 
pretty good selection of standard frequencies. Hope you're able to take 
advantage of something similar in your QTH. And now we have a "gas war" 
type situation going on here on QRP-L to boot! It's a great time for 
homebrewing crystal filters. (And little QRP RXs and TXs.) I'm going to 
grab some of those 9 MHz rocks and some of the 3.579's too. Of course, if 
someone has gone to the trouble of measuring and matching the crystals for 
filter use, surely he's entitled to ask for some compensation for that 
effort. 


I would think that even a three crystal unit would do OK for an economy 
class SSB rig. I'd be interested to hear if folks with more experience 
agree with that.

With Iron powder, since the permeability is much less than ferrite, size 
does matter and you can not use a small core. 

The same turns ration don't apply. The desired bandwidth is easier to 
achieve with higher perm cores. Most of the time the price to pay is low 
efficiency, (heat loss), although you see a nice match with the network.

Hi Jose, I will write it to you and the QRP-L list. 


I wish I could draw a picture but you can't do it with a e-mail. 
So in words picture this: 


Hook the output of the balun to a MFJ Antenna Analyser and 
assuming the balun is a 4:1 type put a load made from 2 each 100 ohm 1/4 
watt resistors in series. 


If the resistors are accurate your MFJ should indicate the 
impedance to be 50 ohms with no reactive components. You might have some 
small reactive component caused by the balun. 


Now observe that the junction of the two resisters is the center 
tap of a balanced load. Now if the load is really balanced, you should 
be able to run a wire from the center tap to ground (the shield of the 
coax output of the balun) and there will be NO effect of any kind. 


I use a short clip-lead and just hold the end to ground on 
ground. Watch the SWR while touching ground. It might change just a tiny 


bit and be good. On a bad balun the swr will jump high and show that the 
load is not balanced.

Couldn't let it rest. The whole Y-parameter thing. I usually like to skip 
over that complicated stuff in the data sheets, apply some tried and true 
ham rules of thumb, and hope for the best. But now the question of whether 
y11 can be transformed directly into the input Z has nagged at me. 


Wes Hayward's Intro to RF Design discusses two port networks and all the 
various ways of characterizing them: y's, pi's, z's and s's in chapter 5. 
Strikes fear into a mathophobic's heart. 


Basically you view the doohickey as a black box with two input terminals ( 
the "1" end) and two output terminals (the "2" end). In the case of y 
(admittance) parameters, tests are done to come up with four y parameters 
such that these equations are true: 


(1) I1 


yi1xV1 + y12x«V2, and 


(2) 12 


y21xV1 + y22xV2 


Where I1 and V1 are the input current and voltage and I2 and V2 are the 
same at the output. 


We'd like to know the input admittance, which is the reciprocal of the 
impedance and is equal to I11/V1. From equation (1), you can see that if it 
weren't for that pesky second term, I1/V1 would simply equal y11, which is 
given in the data sheet. But no--it seems that the output voltage is going 
to have some effect on the input current, and therefore on the input Y. 
Hayward gives the formula for calculating input admittance from the y 
parameters and connected load admittance (YL) as follows: 


(3) Yin = yi1 - (y12«y21)/(YL + y22) 
Now, onward to the MC1350 data sheet. Does it give all those parameters so 


we can crank this thing out? Pretty much, but it's kinda coy about one or 
two of them. 


At 10.7 MHz, 

yi1 = 0.36E-3 + .5E-3j 

y22 = 4.4E-6 + 110E-6j 

y21 = 160 at an angle of -19 degrees (specified in polar, for some reason) 


y12 = << 1.0E-6 (much less than 1 micromho, absolute value) 


They give the y12 << 1E-6 a couple of times, like they're bragging. Wonder 
why? Well, it's that pesky factor in equations (1) and (3) that complicate 
life. If it were small enough to render those terms negligible, then the 
input impedance would simply be y11 and life would be better. Is that what 
they're telling us? The output doesn't affect the input to an appreciable 
extent? 


Crank it out on Excel. Using the complete equation and 5k ohms for the 
load, I get Zin = 976 -1294i ohms. By converting just y11 to Z, I get 948 
- 13171 ohms. Not a lot of difference. In this case at least, Z = 1/y11 
is a good approximation. 


You might match to this thing by using a series inductor to cancel the 1300 
ohms capacitive and them match to the 976 ohms resistive. Another, 
probably better, way is to convert these series form numbers into 
equivalent parallel ones. A series form Z of 948 -1317i is the same as an 
R of 2777 ohms in parallel with Xc of 1999 ohms. That Xc at 10.7 MHz is 
equivalent to a parallel C of 7.3 pF. Since ladder filters typically have 
a shunt C at the end, it's value could just be reduce by 7.3 pF and the 
filter designed to match 2777 ohms. 


End of raving. Closed course, inexperienced driver, no QA department, your 
results may be significantly different.

Glen - Thanks for your excellent post on the mesh frequrncies of crystal 
filters. 


The mathematics of fiter design and how the math relates to real life 
components is fascinating. There are a large number of filter 
configrations, governed only by the cleverness of the filter designer and 
the number of available mathematical functions. 


Isn't the reason that hams like to match crystal frequencies for crystal 
filters exactly go back to Hayward's early QST article? Hayward described a 
Cohn filter. If I recall my filter theory correctly a Cohn filter has all 
components equal. that is all the crystals are identical and all the 
capacitors are identical. I also seem to recall that the Cohn filter is also 
an minimum loss filter.
